tables and seats for family gath­ 
erings—their own private park. , 
A good many Texas farms have 
remained in the same family for 
a century: but most have chang­ 
ed hands several times. The Bur­ 
ton set-up is unusual, for the 
plowland is probably more pro­ 
ductive than it was 5 years after 
the first ox-drawn bull-tongue 
plow furrowed out the rows for 
hand-dropped corn. 
And 
thereby 
hangs 
a 
tale. 
When I first knew Bill Burton 
he was feeding the grain and 
forage grown on the farm to ca t­ 
tle, when most people in th a t 
section were depending on cotton 
or selling their grain for cash. 
There probably w'asn’t a m anure 
spreader in Comanche County, j 
but Bill had th at problem licked 
—he let the cautie do the work. 
One 10-acre plat was the feed- 
lot this year, another next, and 
so on and on, with the m anure 
plowed under and crops follow­ 
ing in rotation. Drouths are not 
uncommon in th a t part of Tex­ 
as, and it used to be argued th a t 
m anure 
would 
"burn 
up’’ 
the 
crops 
unless you 
had a 
"wet 
year”. Well, if Bill ever lost a 
crop from too much manure, he’s 
forgotten about it. 
When 
the 
Burtons 
came 
to 
Comanche County it was a “far 
piece” from markets. Old-timers 
have told me how they hauled 
pecans to Shreveport, Louisiana 
(then a river port) by ox wagon, 
bringing back salt and merchan­ 
dise. Indians still raided 
until 
after the 
Civil 
War, 
and 
the 
nearest 
markets 
were 
Houston 
and Galveston until the 1870’s. 
The “then” and “now” on the 
Burton 
farm 
are 
inseparably 
linked in history and sentim ent, 
but Bill Burton has never let 
tradition hobble him to the past. 
Ever seeking to make the best 
better, he has tried every prom­ 
ising legume to improve his soil. 
And though he can’t wield the 
axe and grubbing hoe as he once 
did, he hasn’t quit. 
“I worked a lifetime without 
an implement shed,” says Bill,

He lias resigned from th at 
famous m anhunting organization 
to become justice of the peace. 
The colorful, rangy ex-Ranger, 
who stands about six feet and 
moves with the Rrace of a pan­ 
ther, is ruddy-complexioned, has 
sandy hair and talks with a Texas 
drawl.
